He said he also got in touch with 
two federal agencies on matters 
relating to Goldfine, but denied 
he sought special treatment for 
the Bostonian. 
Bennett spoke in an interview 
as the Pentagon disclosed that 
more than 2V* 
million dollars 
worth of textile contracts have 
been awarded to Goldfine s com­ 
panies since the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration took over in January 
1953. The Pentagon supplied the 
figures on request, with no im­ 
plication of influence or wrong- 
doing. 
In a separate development, the 
Securities and Exchange Commis­ 
sion unanimously denied that it 
dropped a case against one of 
Goldfine’s firms after an inquiry 
from the White House prompted 
by Adams.

It has not been closed as far as the Ameri­ 
can people and the critics of Mr. Adams and 
the Eisenhower administration are concerned. 
It shou ld not be closed as far as Mr. Eisen­ 
hower is concerned, either, u nless he deliber­ 
ately wants to spread it on the record that he 
condones his assistant's admitted “ errors of 
Ju dgment.’* 
Mr. Adams happens to be so firmly estab­ 
lished as a man of flawless integrity that he 
can stare down the accu sers who want to ru in 
his repu tation. Bu t if ev er there was an ex ­ 
cu se to moralize abou t the importance of be­ 
ing abov e su spicion in pu blic life, the Adams 
episode was it. 
If it had not been preceded by so mu ch 
moralizing, mu ch of it his own, it wou ld not 
hav e been so shock ing. The President’s fail­ 
u re to reiterate his own ou tspok en v iews on 
men in pu blic life who do things that bring 
discredit on themselv es and on the gov ern­ 
m ent has been a bitter disappointment to ev ­ 
ery body concerned abou t the preserv ation of 
representativ e gov ernment. 
The world has been watching the stru ggle 
In France to preserv e democracy against the 
shortcomings 
of 
the 
political 
sy stem 
it 
has relied on. The world is watching the 
stru ggle in the United States, too — a stru g­ 
gle that came to a grim climax in the influ ­ 
ence peddling that was common du ring the 
Tru m an administration. 


The American people hav e a sou r taste in 
their mou ths abou t a “ reform ’’ administra­ 
tion that seems to hav e lost the edge of 
its zeal. Mr. Adams, second only to the Pres­ 
ident as an ex amplar of integrity , has ad­ 
mitted in a pu blic hearing that he committed 
errors of ju dgment that cou ld hav e been con­ 
stru ed as corru ption had any one else com­ 
mitted them. 
He had admitted, in effect, that Caesar s 
wife was not abov e su spicion. 
The su spicion has done great damage to 
Caesar — the gov ernment —* as will be pain­ 
fu lly clear when the case is rev iewed in 
this y ear’s elections. 
Representativ e democracy cannot afford 
a cy nical assu mption that its officials are 
beset by so many temptations that ev en the 
best of them will waiv er and weak en occa­ 


sionally . 
It cannot afford an assu mption that the 
tireless efforts of some of its citizens to cu rry 
fav or cannot all be block ed and rejected ou t 
of hand; that personal influ ence alway s will 
show u p to some ex tent in what is su pposed 
to be the impersonal administration of pu b­ 


lic affairs.

It cannot afford an official attitu de that 
implies a certain amou nt of special fav or will 
be sou ght and won and that those in a posi­ 
tion to ex ert the most influ ence will get the 
bu lk of the fav or.

Tt becomes a pu zzle sometimes whether 
critics of U.S. Su preme Cou rt decisions de­ 
scribed as inv asions of the rights of Con­ 
gress read the decisions. 
The recent decision abou t passports is an 
Illu stration. 
The Su preme Cou rt held that no ex isting 
federal law au thorized the secretary of state 
to deny passports becau se of “ beliefs or as­ 
sociations’’ of the applicants. It inv ited Con­ 
gress to spell ou t a legislativ e policy that 
wou ld clarify the problem for the State De­ 
partm ent. 
Critics of the Su preme Cou rt immediately 
accu sed it of being tender to Commu nists 
and to persons su spected of Commu nist sy m­ 
pathy . They apparently did not read the 
passage in the m ajority decision which said; 
“ We are dealing here wi'b citizens who hav e 
neither been accu sed 
crimes nor fou nd 
gu ilty . They are being denied their freedom 
of mov ement solely becau se of their refu s­ 
al to be su bjected to inq u iry into their beliefs 
and associations. They do not seek to es­ 
cape the law nor to v iolate it. They may or 
m ay not be Commu nists. Bu t assu ming they 
are, the only law which Congress has passed 


ex pressly cu rtailing the mov ement of Com­ 
mu nists across ou r borders has not y et be­ 
come effectiv e.’’ 
Elsewhere, 
the majority decision 
said: 
*The right of ex it is a personal right inclu d­ 
ed within the word ‘liberty ’ as u sed in the 
Fifth Amendment. If that ‘liberty * is to be 
regu lated, it mu st be pu rsu ant to the law­ 
mak ing fu nctions of the Congress. 
In other words, the Su preme Cou rt was in­ 
v iting Congress to pass a law that wou ld 
clear u p passport procedu re. Su ch a law had 
been proposed with State Department approv ­ 
al in 19 56 and nev er passed by Congress. It 
now has been proposed again by Rep. F ran­ 
cis E. Walter of Pennsy lv ania. Sen. Hennings 
of Missou ri also intends to propose a law, 
which wou ld mak e passport procedu res more 
lenient, instead of more restrictiv e, thereby 
bringing the issu e sq u arely before Congress. 
It is not alway s an inv asion of congression­ 
al rights when the Su preme Cou rt calls at­ 
tention to legislativ e clou diness. Sometimes 
it is an appeal to Congress to get on the job 
and pass better laws so the Su preme Cou rt 
can mak e better ru lings and q u it being a 
whipping boy for ov er-emotional critics.

A su rv ey rev ealed that the du es 
were flowing in mostly at bridge 
tables set u p ou tside plant gates. 
At each table are men and women 
bonded at $100 each. When they 
hav e $100 collected they tu rn their 
places ov er to others and deliv er 
the du es money to a central cash- 
ier. 
The cashier is u nder orders not 
to k eep more than $500 in his or 
her possession. When that figu re 
is reached, the money is ru shed 
to the bank . Thu s tabs are k ept 
on 
V/i million dollars in monthly 
du es and millions more for the 
strik e fu nd. 
Nev er at a loss for a gimmick , 
one Au to Union local in 
Grand 
Rapids has a driv e-in du es pay ­ 
m ent set-u p.

Caesar’s Wife Above Suspicion 


President 
Eisenhower 
is 
doing 
wishful 
thinking when he says the Sherm an Adams 
incident has been closed. 
It has not been closed as far as the Ameri­ 
can people and the critics of Mr. Adams and 
the Eisenhower adm inistration are concerned. 
It should not be closed as far as Mr. Eisen­ 
hower is concerned, either, unless he deliber­ 
ately wants to spread it on the record that he 
condones his assistant's adm itted “ errors of 
Judgment.** 
Mr. Adams happens to be so firm ly estab­ 
lished as a m an of flawless integrity that he 
can stare down the accusers v lo w ant to ruin 
his reputation. But if ever there was an ex­ 
cuse to m oralize about the im portance of be­ 
ing above suspicion in public life, the Adams 
episode was it. 
If it had not been preceded by so much 
m oralizing, much of it his own, it would not 
have been so shocking. The President’s fail­ 
ure to reiterate his own outspoken views on 
men in public life who do things that bring 
discredit on them selves and on the govern­ 
m ent has been a bitter disappointm ent to ev­ 
erybody concerned about the preservation of 
representative government. 
The world has been watching the struggle 
in France to preserve dem ocracy against the 
shortcom ings 
of 
the 
politic?.! 
system 
it 
has relied on. The world is watching the 
struggle in the United States, too — a strug­ 
gle that cam e to a grim climax in the influ­ 
ence peddling that was common during the 
T rum an adm inistration. 


The American people have a sour taste in 
their mouths about a “ reform ” adm inistra­ 
tion that seem s to have lost the edge of 
its zeal. Mr. Adams, second only to the P res­ 
ident as an exam plar of integrity, has ad­ 
m itted in a public hearing that he committed 
errors of judgm ent that could have been con­ 
strued as corruption had anyone else com­ 
m itted them . 
He had admitted, in effect, that C aesar’s 
wife was not above suspicion. 
The suspicion has done great dam age to 
C aesar — the government — as will be pain­ 
fully clear when the case is reviewed in 
this y ear’s elections. 
Representative dem ocracy cannot afford 
a cynical assumption that its officials are 
beset by so m any tem ptations that even the 
best of them will waiver and weaken occa­ 
sionally. 
It cannot afford an assum m on that the 
tireless efforts of some of its citizens to curry 
favor cannot all be blocked and rejected out 
of hand; that personal influence always will 
show up to some extent in what is supposed 
to be the im personal adm inistration of pub­ 
lic affairs. 
It cannot afford an official attitude that 
implies a certain amount of special favor will 
be sought and won and that those in a posi­ 
tion to exert the m ost influence will get the 
bulk of the favor. 
C aesar’s wife m ust be above suspicion, 
because otherwise dam age will be done to 
Caesar, himself — the symbol of government.

Only Congress Can Make Federal Law 
Reuther Confident In Latest Strategy 


It becomes a puzzle sometimes whether 
critics of U.S. Supreme Court decisions de- 
icribed as invasions of the rights of Con­ 
gress read the decisions. 
The recent decision about passports is an 
Illustration. 
The Suprem e Court held that no existing 
federal law authorized the secretary of state 
to deny passports because of “ beliefs or as­ 
sociations” of the applicants. It invited Con­ 
gress to spell out a legislative policy that 
would clarify the problem for the State De­ 
partm ent. 
Critics of the Supreme Court im m ediately 
accused it of being tender to Communists 
and to persons suspected of Communist sym ­ 
pathy. They apparently did not read the 
passage in the m ajority decision which said: 
“ We are dealing here wi'h citizens who have 
neither been accused O'* crim es nor found 
guilty. They are being denied their freedom 
of m ovem ent solely because of their refus­ 
al to be subjected to inquiry into their beliefs 
and associations. They do not seek to es­ 
cape the law nor to violate it. They m ay or 
m ay not be Communists. But assum ing they 
are, the only law which Congress has passed 


expressly curtailing the movement of Com­ 
m unists across our borders has not yet be­ 
com e effective.” 
Elsewhere, 
the 
m ajority 
decision 
said: 
*Vhe right of exit is a personal right includ­ 
ed within the word ‘liberty* as used in the 
Fifth Amendment. If that ‘liberty* is to be 
regulated, it m ust be pursuant to the law­ 
m aking functions of the Congress. 
In other words, the Supreme Court was in­ 
viting Congress to pass a law that would 
clear up passport procedure. Such a law had 
been proposed with State D epartm ent approv­ 
al in 1956 and never passed by Congress. It 
now has been proposed again by Rep. F ran ­ 
cis E W alter of Pennsylvania. Sen. Hennings 
of Missouri also intends to propose a law, 
which would m ake passport procedures more 
lenient, instead of m ore restrictive, thereby 
bringing the issue squarely before Congress. 
It is not always an invasion of congression­ 
al rights when the Supreme Court calls at­ 
tention to legislative cloudiness. Sometimes 
It is an appeal to Congress to get on the job 
and pass better laws so the Supreme Court 
can m ake better rulings and quit being a 
whipping boy for over-emotional critics.

m atically taken out of the weekly 
pay of the auto workers by the 
com panies’ accounting offices and 
relayed to the union. 
R euther asserted that industry 
officials had warned him that the 
union would be left “ high 
a n d 
d ry ” when this checkoff of dues 
was stopped. 
R euther reported here that with­ 
in a few days the “ old - fashioned 
m ethod” of dues collection w i l l 
cover some % per cent of his un­ 
ion’s m em bers at GM, Ford and 
Chrysler, though there no longer 
is a union contract. 
A survey revealed that the dues 
were flowing in m ostly at bridge 
tables set up outside plant gates. 
At each table are m en and women 
bonded at $100 each. When they 
have $100 collected they turn their 
places over to others and deliver 
the dues money to a central cash­ 
ier. 
The cashier is under orders not 
to keep m ore than $500 in his or 
her possession. When that figure 
is reached, the money is rushed 
to the bank. Thus tabs are kept 
on 1^4 million dollars in monthly 
dues and millions m ore for the 
strike fund. 
Never at a loss for a gimmick, 
one Auto Union local in 
Grand 
Rapids has a drive-in dues pay­ 
m ent set-up.

drives up, the car hop takes his 
money, gives him a receipt and 
the treasury grows a little. 
In Chicago, the workers at the 
Ford plant have voted to pay their 
dues for three months in advance 
in a lump sum which, R euther re­ 
ports, will carry them past the 
point when the new models would 
ordinarily be released. The other 
Sunday, the engineers at the Briggs 
Local voted to pay a y ear’s dues 
in advance. 
These paym ents include the as­ 
sessm ent for the special 
strike 
fund — which now is well over 
34 million dollars. 
This fund gives the Auto Union 
the liquid assets it needs at this 
m om ent of crisis, says UAW Sec­ 
retary - T reasurer Em il Mazey. 
Some interpret this as meaning 
there will be no strike because a 
walkout would cost the Auto Union 
far m ore than this strike fund has 
am assed.

ALMOST EVERY public official 
in the elected offices of the fed­ 
eral and state governments has 
been constantly subjected to pres­ 
sures from friends to get some ac­ 
tion taken to which the petitioner 
thinks he is entitled. Even in the 
absence of any gift or campaign 
contribution, it’s a kind of pres­ 
sure the public knows little about. 
How would it all look now if the 
details of every case of pressure 
on officials in 
Washington were 
disclosed in the press? 
One editorial in an E a s t e r n 
newspaper said the other day that 
it is all right for senators and rep­ 
resentatives to intercede for their 
“ constituents” but that nobody in 
the White House has any constitu­ 
ents. 
This is hardly realistic. Since 
the D em ocrats are in control of 
Congress, m any a citizen who is 


of the opposite party thinks he can 
get justice only by going to the 
White House. 
The President’s office is the one 
place that has millions of “ con­ 
stituents” who seek fair treatm ent 
from governm ent for their claim s 
and petitions. 
It is being said the Adams case 
will hurt the Republicans political­ 
ly. This is a shortsighted view. For 
if the coming cam paign resolves 
itself into a debate about past 
favors bestowed or brings up the 
m atter of bribes 
given, 
it 
will 
m erely result in a full and compre­ 
hensive discussion of the cases of 
those D em ocrats who, in public of­ 
fice, defrauded the governm ent and 
went to jail for it. 


THE REPUBLICANS m ay find 
this a rare opportunity next autum n 
to spread on the record again all 
the details of the scandals of the 
T r u m a n adm inistration which 
m ight otherwise have continued to 
be of little or no value as political 
ammunition. 
Certainly the Sherm an A d a m * 
testim ony before the House com­ 
m ittee and the statem ents issued 
since by the White House m ake it 
clear that there was no evidence of 
corruption. No confidential infor­

Adam s’ constituent, because w hat 
was learned from the

This is roughly the situation in 
Detroit, which is bellowing and 
bumbling about a spurt of interest 
in an automobile that would be 
cheaper to buy, cheaper to sup­ 
port and easier to park. This would

warns Detroit. 
Most Am ericans wouldn’t touch 
such a thing with a 10-foot pole, 
says its statisticians.

A TOTAL OF 15 per cent of the 
teachers said one great weakness 
of PTA lies In the lack of attend 
ance of parents of children in need 
of special help. 
“ Only those parents ara Inter 
ested in their children or those 
whose children excell attend m eet­ 
ings; those who should be reached 
seldom go,” one instructor said 
Another said, “ Parents with whom 
the teacher desires to have a con­ 
ference rarely appear.” 
A criticism of PTA offered by 
some 14 per cent of the teachers 
answering was the utilization of

gram s at m eetings, and the tend­ 
ency to sometimes overlook the 
value of m eetings in providing 
m eans of aiding the students. 
“ More parents should be inter­ 
ested in study program s on the 
development of children,"

teacher said, echoing the opinions 
of a large segment, “ and children 
should be eliminated from partici­ 
pation in the m eetings.” Another 
wrote, “ Monthly m eetings could be 
more helpful if parents used the 
tim e for consultations with teach­ 
ers about children, instead of hav­ 
ing children entertain.” 
“ Speakers or panel discussions 
are beneficial, but if meetings are 
designed for entertainm ent of par­ 
ents, then PTA is a waste of tim e,” 
a faculty m em ber said. “ PTA helps 
develop understanding b e t w e e n 
school and parents for the benefit 
of the student — but hinders it if 
it is nothing m ore than a show­ 
case for student program s and 
parents’ argum ents,” a n o t h e r 
teacher declared. 
Some teachers criticized the use 
of classroom tim e in preparing for 
PTA program s. “Too much tim e 
is spent for practicing, decorating 
for m eetings.” one said. “ PTA 
gives financial aid and provides 
for link of understanding, but nev­ 
er should interfere with the class­ 
room,” another stated.

The 
federation was largely responsible 
for promoting the Child Counseling 
Center and in providing a Citizen’s 
Committee to study the school’s 
need for new finances. 
At a meeting in May, the federa­ 
tion planned to further coordinate 
PTA activities next year and to 
study the need f o r emphasizing 
the educational program s of the 
organization. 
Don Alexander, past president 
of the federation, said one answer 
to reducing student participation 
in PTA program s yet still retain­ 
ing parental interest is to put more 
people to work. 
He said he found as head of 
school PTA the appointment of 
more parents to com m ittee in­ 
stead of a “ chosen few” resulted 
in greater interest and more work 
accomplished.

From Atomic Radiation 
OAK RIDGE. Term. 
— Five 
of the eight men exposed to dead­ 
ly atomic radiation Monday s u f- 
fered some bone marrow damage,) 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
said Thursday. 
A medical bulletin issued by a 
team of specialists said studies are 
continuing in expectation of possi­ 
ble further damage to the blood 
forming tissue. 
Radiation damage to bone m ar 
row can cause hermorrhage, infec­ 
tion and anemia. 
The three others, the bulletin 
added, have not shown any symp­ 
toms of radiation effect. 
The AEC said the victims receiv- 
I ed dosages ranging from 20 rad 
to a high of about 320 rad. 
Rad is a unit of measurement 
of atomic radiation. 
The AEC has estimated that 400 
to 600 rad would produce a lethal 
dosage of radiation in 50 per cent 
of cases.
